Roschih insisted that the Sov- 
iet Union would pay none of the 
estimated $66,000,000 which the 
U.N. Congo operation will cost 
in the current year. The cost, 
he said, should be borne by the 
countries which caused the cha- 
otic situation. He listed these 
as Belgium, former ruler of The 
Congo, and the Western powers. | 


The Soviet delegate demanded | 
an immediate cut in the Congo | 
operating costs and insisted that | 
Hammarskjold should submit | 
plans for liquidating the U.N. in- | 
tervention. 


Roschin spoke after the United 
States had announced it is ready 
to contribute approximately $14,- 
000,000 more than its share of 
the U.N. Congo costs. The United 
States insisted, however, that 
measures be taken to make sure | 
that all other members are re- | 
quired to pay their assessments. | 


Blames United States. | 


Roschin asserted the United 
States has dictated the way the 
U.N. has carried out the Congo 
operation and is responsible 
along with the other Western 
powers for the Congo financial 
crisis. 

“Why should we pay good 
money for it?” Roschin asked. 

The United States position was 
laid before the U.N. budgetary 
committee by Senator George D. 
Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, who said 
the United States not only would 
write off $10,317,000 of the Congo 
airlift cost, but. would contribute 
an additional $3,500,000 to $4,000,- 
000 above the United States 
assessments. 


Aiken added: 


“We offer this voluntary con- 
tribution on the assumption that 
these expenses for 1960 are in- 
corporated in the regular budget 
of the United Nations for 1960.

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Russia vs. China 


The closed-door gathering in Moscow of 
Communist leaders from around the world 
has prompted all sorts of speculation on the 
extent of the Soviet’Union’s differences with 
Red China. It appears that reports some 
weeks ago that China and Russia had com- 
posed their dispute over the method to be 
used in pursuing Marxist goals may have been 
premature, although evidence of a widening 
schism is sketchy. The prolongation of the 
meeting far beyond the original three-day 
schedule suggests considerable disagreement, 
however. 

It became obvious several days ago that 
Premier Khrushchev was standing by his posi- 
tion that a Communist victory is possible with- 
out a war. Pravda, the official Soviet Commu- 
nist party newspaper, published an editorial 
calling for an intensive struggle against “revi- 
sionists, dogmatists and sectarians.” The edi- 
torial, which was obviously aimed at Liu 
Shao-chi, Red China’s chief of state, and the 
other Marxist leaders attending the Kreralin 
conference, demanded that Comm'inists every- 
where rally behind the Soviet premier. 

“ : a“ 

Publication of the editorial is in line with 
a Western theory that the Russian Commu- 
nists no longer are able to command parties 
in other countries by dictate, as in Stalin’s 
day. It is held that Premier Khrushchev must 
obtain agreement by debate and cajolery in 
many cases, and that the Chinese have found 
surprising support for their belief iti a more 
militant international program among certain 
Latin American and Asian delegations at the 
conference. 

There is good reason for thinking the Rus- 
sians are sincere in the conviction they can 
effect the triumph of Communism by peace- 
ful means, and this in turn suggests that the 
West should make every effort to continue in- 
tensive disarmament negotiations with them. 

It is reported by T.R.B. in The New Republic 
that top authorities on the Soviet Union who 
met in Washington recently agreed that the 
Soviets want peace. They want it because 
they are convinced that economic and not mil- 
itary growth is the key to domination and be- 
cause they believe no one can win a nuclear 
war. The Russians think their economic 
growth rate of more than 8 per cent annually 
(2s compared with 2.4 per cent for the United 
States in the last seven years) will put them 
ahead of this country in gross national prod- 
uct well before the end of the century. 

. ° * 

The United States ought not to shun an eco- 
nomic battle with the Soviet Union. It in- 
volves a field in which we should excel. And 
since it cannot be gainsaid that general nu- 
clear war would be’a disaster for civilization, 
the United States should do what it can to in- 
fluence the direction of Soviet policy toward 
peaceful competition. This may be prudent 
for another re?son. T.R.B. mertions the pos- 
sibility “that if America and Russia haven't 
destroyed each other-in the next few years 
they are almost certainly going? to be alhied 
aginst a far bigger power—China.” 

This may be a long-range and tenuous pros- 
pect, but it is by no means out of the question 
if China continues its insistence that war is 
inevitable, and if, in addition, it obtains nu- 
clear arms. Liu is said to have boasted in 
Moscow that Red China can soon become a 
nuclear power; Western observers think the 
Chinese may be able to test their first nuclear 
deviee next year. 

All of which points to the urgent necessity 
of formulating a new United States policy 
toward China. The incoming Kennedy Ad- 
ministration should give this neglected as- 
pect of foreign policy top priority. There 
may not be much time. 


Parade, Rest!* 


Governor-elect John Dalton’s 641 honorary 
colonels will not be viewed in terms of mili- 
tary effectiveness, but it occurs to us that 641 
uniformed men add up to three compaaies, 
being somewhat close to a battalion, and pus- 
sessing sufficient rank to command 641 regi- 
ments, if they had any. As it is they are 
colonels without commands, dedicated chiefly 
to the proposition that their blue uniforms 
(trimmed in red and gold) cost $225. They 
are the only link in their peculiar chain of 
command, yet understand that honorary colo- 
nels represent a most honorable profession. 
To them—one and all 641; we wish a re- 
splendent tour of duty. 


A-rol-oned (Giant 

The extent to which the United States au- 
tomobile industry has reacted to the inroads 
in the American market by European manu- 
facturers is pointed up by a survey in The 
Wall Street Journal. Detroit, says the Journal, 
has launched a massive counter-attack with 
its goal a dominant role in the market outside 
North America. 

A year or so ago foreign makes were rid- 
ing high. Today the American compacts have 


‘halted the four-year trend toward the me- 


dium-size imports, and rumors that Ford‘and 
General Motors will introduce smaller cars 
have heightened the gloom of European man- 
ufacturers. The smaller autos apparently 
would be built abroad: Ford and General Mo- 
tors plan to invest nearly $500,000,000 over- 
seas next year. This is in addition to the 
$300.000,000 or more Ford would spend if it 
is able to buy out the British stockholders in 
its English subsidiary. 

While exports of American machines have 
improved, Detroit seemingly will place its 
major hopes for capturing world markets on 
the export not of finished products but of 
capital and know-how, This is in line with 
the American spirit of competition: it will be 
up to the Europeans to meet it. 


Schools and Sprinklers 

The School Board’s campaign to change 
the city’s school fire-safety code grows di- 
rectly ‘out of the failure of the $29,500,000 
bond issue earlier this month. It was the third 
defeat since March for the bond proposal, 
which included an item of $5,200,000 for 
making older school buildings as fire-safe 
as those built after 1945. With the people 
having refused to vote the money, the School 
Board naturally is under pressure to make 
fire safety as inexpensive as possible. 

Perhaps the biggest (and costliest) differ- 
ence of opinion between the Board and the 
city is over the question of sprinklers. Are 
they necessary to protect the lives of children 
in the older buildings? The Board says No 
on the general theory that, while sprinklers 
protect property, early warning, prompt 


evacuation and fire-resistant construction are 
more important to the safety of the young- 
sters. And that may well be. 

But we are impressed by the fact that the 
city code is drawn directly from the national 


fire safety code, a model ordinance approved 
by fire underwriters throughout the country 


after studies going back as far as 1937. Pro- 
fessional opinion ought not to be easily dis- 
counted, especially when those who want to 
discount it have been pushed into doing so 
by a lack of ready cash. The burden of proof 


of the need for change rests on the School’ 
: Board. 


Anvalachin Reversal 

The United States Court of Appeals in New 
York has brought credit on itself by over- 
throwing the conspiracy convictions of 20 
men who attended the alleged convention of 
underworld characters, in Apalachin, N.Y., 
three years ago. The court, in an opinion 
written by Judge J. Edward Lumbard and 
concurred in by Judges Charles Clark and 
Henry J. Friendly, rejected the conspiracy 
charge for Jack of evidence. 

The men were convicted in December 1959 
and were’ sentenced to prison terms ranging 
from three to five years. Attorney General 
Rogers hailed the oufcome as “a landmark 
in the Government’s fight against organized 
crime and racketeers.” The special prose- 
cutor, Milton Wessel, said the verdict proved 
“law enforcement finally has a weapon with 
which it ean deal with syndicated crime.” 


The Post-Dispatch disagreed. .We called 
the verdict “unfortunate” and said the Jus- 
tice Department casé was “a most dubious 
proposition.” We said that “we cannot be- 
lieve the hicher courts will sustain it (the 
verdict).” This belief has been justified. ; 

As we made clear at the time, we have no 
brief for the unsavory characters who met at 
Apalachin in what was possibly the largest 
gathering of hoodlums and racketeers on rec- 
ord in this country. The 63 persons present 
undoubtedly had a sinister motive. But they 
denied it and the Government could not 
prove it. 

The participants were indicted for conspir- 
ing to obstruct justice by refusing to reveal 
the purpose of the meeting. The indictment 
contended the delegates knew.they would be 
called before various grand juries investigat- 
ing the meeting and that they conspired to 
withhold the true facts by “giving false, fic- 
titious and evasive” testimony. During the 
53-day trial the Government conceded it did 
not know the secret purpose of the meeting. 
There was no showing that the hoodlums 
gathered in anything but a peaceable manner, 
as they had a Constitutional right to do. 

The appellate judges said “there is noth- 
ing on the record of the trial to show-that any 
violation of federal or state law took place 
or was planned at the gathering.” The Ap- 
peals Court accused the Government of ad- 
vancing an unwarranted “boot-strap” argu- 
ment and criticized the Department of 
Justice’s handling of the case from start to 
finish: The Appeals Court wént to the heart 
of the Post-Dispatch position on the case 
when it said: : 

“In America, we still respect the dignity of 
the individual, and even an unsavory charac- 
ter is not to be imprisoned except on definite 
proof of specific crime.” 

The appellate ruling is described as a ma- 
jor set-back to the Justice Department’s pro- 
gram of combatting Organized crime. If so, 
this is regrettable, and we hope the Depart- 
ment will develop a new program that does 
not conflict with the. fundamental principles 
enunciated by the Appeals Court. 


Creatures of the Stcte 

Mayor Tucker presented a forceful case for 
state aid for cities in an address to the Ameri- 
can Municipal Association, of which he is 
president. The Mayor holds that constitu- 
tional reforfms and legislative reapportion- 
ment represent the least that states can do to 
prevent rural domination of legislatures. And 
what can the cities do to ficht legislative 
neglect? 


Any fair-minded citizen must admit that . 


many legislatures are loaded in favor of rural 
interests. Tennessee, for example, has not 
reapportioned its Legislature since 1901, end 
one rural district there has about 23 times 
the representation of an urban district. This 
matter is going to the United States Supreme 
Court. But in Missouri the trouble is not 
lack of reapportionment, but a disproportion 
built into the State Constitution. This gives 
every county, however sparsely - populated, 
one seat in the State House. No doubt Mayor 
Tucker had his home state in mind in coupling 
constitutional reform with reapportionment. 


Missouri’s legislative system ought to be ° 


improved, but even as it stands, rural-urban 
conflicts are not always inevitable. When 
St. Louis has had difficulty in getting the Leg- 
islature’s attention, that has sometimes been 
because the city’s own legislators were not 
attending to business. City residents have a 
right’ to demand that they not be short- 
changed in legislative votes. They also could 
make better use of the votes they, have by 
demanding more of their own legislators. 


Symington S‘aris Early 

Senator Stuart Symington has Started early 
to obtain the last major federel appropriation 
for the riverfront national park. In a letter 
to Maurice H. Stans, director cof the Bureau 
of the Budget, he has urged recommendation 
of an appropriation of $9,497,000 for the con- 
struction of the symbolic arch, museums and 
other features of the Jefferson National Ex- 
pansion Memorial, a sum to which the City of 
St. Louis is ready to add $2.835.667 under its 
agreement with the Government. 

It will be up to Congress, of course, to vote 
the money, yet this can be done more readily 
if the sum is included in the budget than if it 
has to be added by the legislators. Budget 
Bureau approval could avert the sort of time- 
wasting on-again, off-again, on-again struggle 
which had to be gone through in the last ses- 
Sion to get enough money to keep the work 
on schedule for completion in the city’s bicen- 
tenary year, 1964. | 

Since Congress already has provided funds 
to start. the foundations of the arch and other 
struetures, there should be no serious opposi- 
tion to voting funds for their completion. Yet 
Senator Symington is sound in making this 
early request since the money ought to be 
available in the 1962 fiscal year which starts 


next July 1, If contracts are not signed in.

This problem has 
become particular- 
ly acute with the Civil Aeronautics 
Board which is dealing with an indus- 
try that changes so fast even its own 
management has trouble keeping 
abreast of technical progress and its 
economic impact. Former CAB Chair- 
man James M. Landis, who has also 
had a distinguished career in other 
regulatory agencies of the Government 
and a reputation for an incisive legal 
mind, has been working on this prob- 
lem for the President-elect with a for- 
mal report due at the year’s end. 

One of the principal deficiencies of 
the agencies as they now operate, ac- 
cording to Mr. Landis; is the lack of 
experience by their board members 
in the fields which they regulate. This 
lack of expertise has certainly been a 
major handicap to effective functioning 
of the CAB.

NEW YORK, Nov. 29 (UPI). 

AT 5:12 P.M. on Friday, Nov. 
18, a tape ‘recorder in Manhat- 
tan fire alarm headquarters 
ticked off the automatic signal 
**3-199-28”" from the downtown 
neighborhood known to firemen 
as “‘Hell’s 50 Acres.” 

The electronic message sig- 
naled that a warehouse’s pri- 
vate alarm system had detected 
fire at Broadway and Grand 
street. A dispatcher checked the 
number off a file card and trans- 
mitted a bell signal. Within sec-_ 
onds, Engine Co. 31, Ladder Co. 
20 and a battalion chief radioed 
back ‘“‘on the way.” 

In the next eight hours, lower 
Broadway lived up to all the 
dread expressed in its nickname 
of “‘Hell’s 50 Acres.”’ 

A force rivaling the strength 
of an Army division was de- 
ployed in battle—firemen, police, 
emergency workers and hospital 
disaster crews. Half of Manhat- 
tan island went on a war foot- 
ing. And before the night was 
over the fearsome bell signal 
**5.5-5-5" sounded in 270 New 
York fire stations to report that 
firemen were dead in action. 

This was no civil defense alert 
or cold war flareup. It was fire, 
the ancient enemy of every city. 


As a memorial to those who 
die fighting fire and a re- 
minder to those whose care- 
lessness can court the disaster 
of uncontrolled flame, here is 
the story of alarm 3-199-28—a 

that destroyed or 
damaged six New York build- 
ings, killed three firemen, and 
set off a massive investigation 
of New York’s ability to pro- 
tect itself from its biggest 
enemy even in the era of the 
hydrogen bomb. 


The 5:12 p.m. signal was one 
of 83 calls received Nov. 18 at 
the Manhattan alarm headquar- 
ters in the middle of Central 
Park. Flashing lights, a buzzer 
and a recorded tape took down 
the electronic message triggered 
when heat melted a detector 
head in the basement of 463 
Broadway, a five-story masonry 
leftover of the last century. 

“Hell’s 50 Acres” is a dingy 
lower west side hive of crowded 
“loft buildings” — high-ceilinged 
commercial structures dating 
back to the late 1800s. Small 
firms jam into them and fire 
hazards are numerous. 

Six firemen died in February 
1958 in a loft building fire a 
block away. The next month, 
24 workers lost their lives in 
a. similar blaze nearby. 

Answering the automatic alarm 
from 463 Broadway, a dispatcher 
sent out the bell signal which 
started Engine 31 and Ladder 
Truck 20 and Battalion Chief 
Harold Anderson on a routine 
“run.”” 

Four minutes later, Anderson 
radioed back from his car— 
“Send out box 199.” The fire 
was too much for “‘one and one” 
(fire department slang for on® 
pumper and one ladder truck). 
This brought two more engine 
companies, another ladder truck 
and Squad Unit 8. The latter is 
a manpower units which travels 
without pump or ladder equip- 
ment. 

Six minutes after the first 
alarm, a diversion sent Chief 
Dispatcher Thomas Redmond 
into full action. Box 98 at Frank- 
furt and Gold street, 15 blocks 
away in ‘‘Hell’s 50 Acres,” rang 
out the news of another fire. 

Redmond sent two engine com- 
panies, two ladder trucks and 
another squad to that location 
and began to worry. A veteran 
of 39 years as a dispatcher, 
Redmond knew: this neighbor- 
hood; he didn’t like the idea 
of two boxes “hitting in” so 
close together. 

His fears soon were justified. 
At 5:23 p.m., Battalion Chief 
William T. Heiden radioed and 
asked for a full first alarm as- 
signment at Box 98. Five min- 
utes later, Chief Heiden re- 
ported he was using “‘all hands’’ 
on a fire sweeping up an air- 
shaft in a five-story warefiouse 
building. 

At 5:29 the radio barked, “By 
order of Chief Heiden, transmit 
a second alarm for Box 98... .”’ 
for the Gold street fire. 

Now the pace quickened. At 
5:30 p.m. came the radio mes- 
sage, “By order of Chief An- 
derson, transmit a second alarm 
for Box 199... .” for the fire 
at 463 Broadway. 

The companies Anderson 


needed on Broadway were al- 
ready on the way to Gold street. 
The dispatcher made a snap de- 
cision. He sent out a third 
alarm, bringing in companies 
from midtown Manhattan and 
from Brooklyn, across the East 
river. 

Fire Commissioner Edward F. 
Cavanagh Jr., cruising on the 
nearby East river drive, heard 
this radio by-play. He, too, knew 
the neighborhood and the dan- 
gerous potential. Cavanagh or- 
dered his driver to head for 
Box 199. 

At Box 299, things were hap- 
pening fast, too fast. 

When Engine 31 arrived first 
at the scene, Lt. John A. Mc- 
Dermott and Fireman Francis 
J. Sammon, John C. Cosner, 
Robert Barnickle and Royal Fox 
plunged into the smoke-filled 
cellar of a five-story textile 
building. They wore masks, car- 
ried a walkie-talkie and dragged 
a hose line with them. 

As the second alarm com- 
panies were arriving, Barnickle 
and Fox emetged, gasping. 
They were burned on the face 
and hands. They stammered 
out that they could find no fire, 
but when they played a hose 
on the walls of the cellar, the 
water turned to steam. 

Conditions were so bad, they 
said, all five decided to pull 
out. The two were rushed off to 
Bellevue Hospital. 

They thought the other three 
men were right behind them. 
They weren’t. 


Men with walkie-talkies on the 
street contacted the three inside 
men briefly, then lost all touch. 

At 5:54 p.m., assistant chief 
of department Arthur J. Massett, 
at the scene of Box 98, reported 
the Gold street fire under con- 
trol and began sending the units 
from there up to Broadway as 
quickly as they could pick up 
their hose. 

At the Broadway fire, a pall of 
smoke was beginning to hang 
over the area. Flames inched 
upward through the building 
through airshafts and the walls, 
eating away at tons of stored 
textiles. The smoke drew thou- 
sands of curious and fire engines 
had to thread their way through 
traffic jams. 

Chief Massett managed to get 
through traffic to Box 199 and as 
ranking officer, ordered a fourth 
alarm at 6 p.m. Twenty minutes 
later, he called for a fifth alarm. 

Now fire companies from up- 
per Manhattan and deeper into 
downtown Bréoklyn hurried to 
the scene. The five alarms had 
called a total of 21 engine com- 
panies, six hook and ladders, two 
searchlight trucks, a _ rescue 
squad, field communications 
truck, mask unit and department 
ambulance. Bellevue and Beek- 
man hospitals sent two disaster 
units. 

Darkness fell, but still the bat- 
tle. raged. At 6:50 p.m. the sub- 
way line under Broadway was 
ordered halted because it was 
feared a falling wall would 
crash through the street into 
the subway. 

The flames, almost unchecked, 
raced through all five floors of 
the 110-by-160-foot, century-old, 
stone-faced building. 

Solid eight-by-eight-inch wood- 
en beams turned to charcoal and 
collapsed. Tremendous globes of 
fire burst through the roof and 
lit up the sky for miles around, 

Intense heat spread the fire 
faster than the firemen could 
move. Two more buildings on 
Broadway started to blaze. An- 
other one on Grand street, also 
five stories high, burst into 
flame from top to bottom. Fire 
spewed from the winddws and 
roofs of two buildings on Mer- 
cer street, at the other end of 
Grand street and paralleling 
Broadway. 

Chief Massett radioed Dis- 
patcher Redmond for more help. 

Redmond, six men helping 
him, went through the involved 
motions. Lower Manhattan had 
equipment enough for only one 
five-alarm fire. 

Word was sent to Brooklyn for 
all the companies which nor- 
mally would respond to four 
alarms at Box 219 at Driggs 
Avenue and South Fifth street 
to come instead to Manhattan 
and report to the Mercer street 
side of the conflagration. 

At once, 15 more engine com- 
panies and five more hook and 
ladder trucks were on their way. 

Throughout the city, emer- 
gency forces were mobilized. At 
the fire itself more than 100 po- 
licemen mustered to divert traf- 
fic and control crowds attracted 


by the brilliant flames. Police 
Commissioner Stephen P. Ken- 
nedy took personal command. 


Waterworks engineers 
stepped up pressure to bolster 
downtown supplies. Fire De- 
partment vehicles shuttled in 
replacement filters and oxygen 
supplies for smoke masks, Am- 
bulances backed into side 
streets in readiness fer any 
worse disaster. 

By now Chief of Department 
George David was at the scene. 
He had heard about the trapped 
men. 

Grim, sweat-soaked and weary, 
Cavanagh and David directed a 
squad of 10 men at the corner 
of Broadway and Grand. 

Finally, a hole was smashed 
through into the cellar. Two 
men with masks and search- 
lights descended a ladder. They 
got as far as the bottom step, 
then had to scamper back. 

In voices choked with emotion, 
they made the terrible report to 
their superiors. They were met 
by a wall of fire. There was no 
hope for the missing men, but 
Cavanagh and David would not 
give up. 

A pumper was drawn up to 
the first hole and a deck pipe 
directed into it—gushing a thou- 
sand gallons of water a minute

Shortly after 9 p.m.,_ the 
flames had subsided enough for 


rescue teams to make another 


try into the cellar and sub- 
cellar, which ran down to a to- 
tal of 40 feet below street level. 

One of the teams was led by 
Assistant Chief of Department 
Thomas P. O’Brien, in charge 
of communications, 


When O’Brien and the others 
entered the cellar, the heat still 
was appalling. Water which had 
poured down through the flam- 
ing structure had risen waist- 
deep in the cellar. It was ‘al- 
most scalding. 

Huge rolls of scorched, and, 
in some cases, still burning tex- 
tiles floated in the smoke-filled 
darkness. 

The rescuers plodded through 
a scene Straight out of hell. 
They finally came across the 
bodies of the three trapped men. 
The rescuers tried artificial res- 
piration and oxygen. There was 
no response. 

Firemen at the street level 
pulled the bodies from the 
cauldron where they met death.

Some 200 firemen gathered 
around the hole in the sidewalk. 


In the glare of floodlights, with 
flames still leaping on all floors 
of the warehouse, hot water cas- 
cading down around them, they 
bared their heads while four de- 
partment chaplains administered 
last rites to the victims. 


Diane Cosner, mother of a 


“5-week-old girl, sat at home in 


the borough of Queens listening 
to the radio. She heard of the 
Broadway fire shortly after 6 
p.m. “That's John’s area,” she 
told her father. ‘‘He’ll be out 
in it.”’ 

Cosner had been a fireman 


only a year and this was his 
first big fire. Dread began build- 


ing up in her mind as the news. 


bulletins flowed in—four alarms, 
five; nine alarms; two men 
missing, three men missing, 
three bodies found. 

At 10:30 p.m., a chaplain told 
the 24-year-old widow: John 
Cosner had died of suffocation 
less than 10 feet from safety. 

The next day, even as firemen 
continued to pour tons of water 
into the stil] smoldering wreck- 


age of the building, Cavanagh 


gathered his top aids about him 
and went into action. 


He toured the “Hell's 30 
Acres’” and found at least 4 
buildings where fire hazards 
were so outrageous he planned 
to empty the lofts and factories 
of all persons unless something 
was done immediately to make 
those buildings safe. 


Throughout the long weekend 
and into the next week Cavanagh 
checked buildings and conferred 
with his chiefs. He demanded 
the fire inspection records of 
463 Broadway. 

After a study of them, the Fire 
Commissioner announced grimly, 
“Someone has accidentally, mis- 
takenly or wilfylly goofed.” .. 

The records showed, he said, 
that 19 months before the tragic 
fire a captain filed four separate 
reports listing the building at 
463 Broadway as loaded with 
fire hazards. 


The reports, he noted, never 
were acted on by higher officers 
who had the authority to shut 


down the building pending cor- 
rection of those hazards.

Tenseness and F atigue 


ON MY DESK is this letter from a college freshman, and 
she’s “so tired.” She “has no energy.’’ She writes, “‘I can 
forget myself for a while and have-a good time, but then I 
get tense.”’ 

She’s been to the doctor regularly, and he has given her 
médication for her thyroid and tested her metabolism and 
found it normal. He has asgured her that he can’t find any- 
thing physically wrong. 


Can one see the important part of the foregoing re- 
marks? It is the statement about being able to “forget 
myself for a time—but then I get tense.” 


There are two major causes of tiredness. One is illness Of 
some sort. The, other is the result of being active—you. burn 
up so much energy that you are just plain tired and need some 


sleep to recoup. If neither of these is the case, then the answer | 


lies in some other factor—like ‘‘nerves,” ‘‘tension,”’ “‘psychoso- 
matic discomfort,” or anything you want to call it. 

If you are a tired person and you remain unconvinced 
invest five minutes in this experiment. And I mean five min- 
utes by the clock, not by guesswork. Hold one hand straight 
up over your head. Don’t move it. Just leave if there. You 
won’t go into any agonies. But after five minutes you'll decide 
the second hand on your watch is going slow. You'll have 
the urge to get that arm down and move it around. You will, 
in short, discover a faint taste of what it means not to relax— 
or even have the relaxation that comes with moving. 

My first rule for youngsters (and often oldsters, too) in 
this sort of situation is to urge more activity. For the young, 
especially, this can be dancing, walking, chopping wood, 
basketball, skating or anything.: & may mean ‘demandifig 
menta] exercisé which can ‘be bridge, acting in a play, ‘work- 


fountain. 


But don’t stand still or sit still—mentally or phys- 
ically. Do things with other people. Be interested. Be 
interesting if you can. Don’t—if you get my simile— 
just sit with one hand up ever your head, perfectly 
static and bored and tired, for five minutes. 

If I haven’t made my meaning clear, then hold your hand 
up over your head, without moving, for 10 minutes. If that 
doesn’t prove it, do it for 15. By that time you'll get my point: 
Extreme fatigue, when there is no physical excuse for it, is 
the result of the strain of being static. Of being bored. Of not 
éritering into activity that is interesting enough so you don’t 
wear yourself out being “‘tired.”
